Qutrageous Fate of a 
Correspondent, 


W. Hughes Beaten and Robbed by 
Spanish Guerrillas, 


hia May Now Take a 
Change of Tune. 


Weyler Releasing People Whom He 
Had Imprisoned—Wounded Offi- 
cers Go to New York for Treat- 
ment—News from the Island. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

LONDON, Oct. 20.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Daily Chronicle this morn- 
ing, commenting upon the death in 
Cuba last week of W. Hughes, corre- 
spondent of Black and. White of Lon- 
don, who is said to have starved to 
death in the streets of Havana, after 
having been maltreated and robbed by 
&@ party of Spanish guerrillas, says: 
“If the story of his death is true, 
fresh execration of Spanish action will 
arise, and the British government may 
have something to say.” 


Hughes was found dead on the Prado, | 


Havana, last Thursday night. He had 
recently visited Pinar del Rio with a 
pass from the military Governor. It is 
said that while there a party of guer- 
rillas in broad daylight, and in the 
presence of Spanish officers, assaulted 
him and robbed him of everythiaz he 
had except his clothes. 

Hughes, it is alleged, appealed to the 
military commander for help, demand- 
ing the restitution of his property, but 
was only laughed at. He was obliged 
to return to Havana, walking the entire 
distance, and reached the city ragzed 
and starving. Having lost his passport, 
he could not establish his identity or 


communicate with his friends in Eng- 


land. He starved to death in the 
streets. 

Hughes had earned an excellent rep- 
utation as a war correspondent in 
Africa, having followed the Soudan 
expedition, and had also traveled in 
The case has been 
reported to the British Consul at Ha- 
vana, 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
[ASSUCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Oct. 19.—A_ special

“W. Hughes, correspondent of Black 
and White of London, was found lying 
dead on the Prado-in this city on 
Thursday night, He recently visited

and starving, he eventually managed to 
reach Havana. Having lost his pass- 
port and other papers, he could neither 
establish his identity nor cable his 
friends. The British Consul was una- 
ble to assist him, and, teeing practically 
a stranger, he existed on the streets un- 
til he was found by the police starved 
to death: 

“Hughes earned considerable reputa- 
tion as a war correspondnt, both in 
Western Africa and Egypt. He was a 
son of Surgeon Hughes, a retired officer 
of the British navy. 


TURNING THEM LOOSE, 


Weyler Freeing Those Whom He 
Formerly Sent to Prison. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
HAVANA, Oct. 19.—{By Central 
American Cable.] The Spanish gen- 
eral, Jiminez Castellanos, accompanied 
by his son, Lieut. Adolph Castellanos, 
Capt. Pedro Aguillar, his aides-de- 
camp, twenty-nine other officers and 
seventy sick soldiers, arrived here to- 

day from Puerto Principe. 

Gen. Weyler “has ordered the release 
from the Isle of Pines, the Spanish 
penal settlement, of eleven prisoners, 
who were, it is alleged, concerned in 
the uprising which resulted in the im- 
prisonment of Evangelina Cossio y 
Cisneros, who recently escaped from 
the Casa Recojidas in this city, and 
who is now in New York, The release 
of Abram Sohas, Juan and Perto Tor- 
res, José Jestard Godoy and seventeen 
other political prisoners has also been 
ordered by Gen. Weyler. 

WOUNDED OFFICERS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, Oct, 19.--Cols, Baldema 
Acosta and Andras Hernandez and 
Lieut. Alberto Gugman of the Cuban 
army have arrived here from Havana, 
They came to this country for surgi- 
eal treatment. Col. Acosta has four 
troublesome wounds, which compelled 
him to absent himself from the field 
pending treatment, Col, Hernandez 
was pierced through rhe lungs, abdo- 
men and lees by Mauser bullets. Both 
men were with Gen. Antonio Maceo 
when he was killed. 

Only a short time ago they led a 
succeseful raid against the city of Mar- 
iano, six miles from Havana. Firat 
Lieut. Gugman, who has acted as Col, 
Acosta’s aide during the last two years, 
is only 15 years of age. He accompan- 
ied Gen. Maceo in his famous march 
from Matanzas to Manteul, Pinar del 
Rio province, and was wounded while 
charging by the side of Col Acosta 
when the latter drove away from the 
field the Spanish’ guerrillas who were 
attempting to carry away the dead 
body of Gen. Maceo,

CON DEMNED TEA. 


New Tariff \will Destroy Twenty 
Thousand Pounds of It. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY P-EPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Oct. 19.—There has 
been submitted for the judicial conésid- 
eration of the United States General 
Appraisers a question involving the de- 
struction of about 20,000 pounds of Chi- 
nese teas, for which no provision is 
made in the tariff law. These impor- 
tations were made chiefly for consump- 
tion by Chinese residents of this city, 
but they have been held by the customs 
authorities because the law expressly 
Says that all teas brought into this 
country and not provided for in the 
tariff schedule shall be seized and de- 
stroyed. 

The tea schedules of the new tariff 
Which 
constitute all teas in proper use. The 
special brands now in jeopardy are the 
Pang-Yu-Tsi and Yuen-Shun, which 
are not mentioned in the tariff act. 

The Chinese residents of New York 
are much exercised over the exclusion 
of their teas, and a fw days ago they 
engaged counsel and appealed to the 
treasury. department. The Consul 
called upon Secretary Gage, and the 
latter ordered a special restrainig or- 
der. Representatives of the Chinese 
plead ignorance of the law regarding 
the particular importations under con- 
sideration, and declare tha the Chinese 
prefer the Pang-Yu-Tsi and Yuen-Shun 
teas above all others. The value of

WOULD BE SUICIDAL. 


The Governor Says He Will Retire 
When His Term is Out—III-

[ASSOQIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 19.—In his 
address before the miners’ convention 
today, Gov. Budd made the announce- 
ment that he would not be a candidate 
for reélection, and that he would re- 
tire from politics forever when his term 
in office expires. He makes the further 
Statement that under no circumstances 
will he be an opponent ef Senator 
White, if the latter is a candidate to 
succeed himself. On the contrary, the 
Governor asserts that he would deem 
it his duty to support W ‘ite. 

The principal reason assigned by the 
Governor for his retirement is ill- 
health. He has been under the care 
of physicians for a long time, and they 
urged him to avoid excitement and seek 
rest. The last Legis! ture granted the 
Governor a six months’ le; “: of ab- 
sence, but he says that by .-s.on of 
sickness and work he has been unable 
to go away. 

He asserts that he has found the af- 
fairs of State very trying on his health, 
because of the numerous duties the 
Governor of this State is called“upon to 
perform. He says that “the accept- 
ance of the cases, work and ‘worry of 
another term of office would be simply 
suicidal.” 


AMERICAN GROCERY TRUST. 


Application by for a 
Receiver for the Company. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 


NEW YORK, Oct. 19.—Counsel on 
behalf of a number of stockholders in 
the American Grocery Gempany has 
made application to Chancellor McGill 
at Jersey City for a receiver for the 
company. The bill sets forth that the 
company was organized in June, 1894, 
and made money for two years. During 
the third year Thomas A, Marsalis 
made changes in the business methods 
which proved detrimental. Orders were 
not filled to the satisfaction of cus- 
tomers and salesmen who influenced 
much of the trade were forced to leave 
and take their trade with them. Sev- 
eral articles which had proved profita- 
ble were dropped from the stock. The 
bill also alleges that Mr. Marsalis 
sought to bring about a dissolution. 

In answer, Mr. Marsalis makes affi- 
davit that at the time of the transfer 
of the old to the new company there 
were outstanding $1,500,000 of preferred 
and $1,000,000 of common stock. An 
assessment of 20 per cent. was levied 
on the preferred and 10 per cent. on 
the common stock of the Thurber- 
Whyland Company, predecessor of the 
American Company. In return’ § they 
were to receive as much common and 
preferred stock as they held in the old 
company and in addition therto first 
pre ferred stock of the new company 
equal to the assessment paid in. 

On this agreement, $310,000 was paid 
in, and Marsalis and certain friends 
paid in $100,000 additional. When he 
took charge of the company, it owed 
$250,000, which delit he reduced tn three 
years to $70,000, Chancellor McGill has 
reserved his decision.

Atlas Company Were considered 


“I Won't be Convicted,” 
Says Luetgert. 


And it Looks Very Much as 
if He Will Not. 


At Least One Juryman is 


His Firm Friend. 


Rumors of All Kinds Afloat—Eight 
for Conviction and Four for Ac- 
quittal the Likely Combination, 
Offers of Bribe Money. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

CHICAGO, Oct. 19.—Another night of 
Suspense is ahead of the defendant in 
the Luetgert case. At 9 o’clock the 
jury had gone to bed on cots which 
were placed in the courtroom, and it 
was announced by Judge Tuthill that 
even though, by one chance in a mil- 
lion, the jurors should wake up and 
agree on a verdict, there would be no 
announcement and the courtroom 
would under circumstances 
opened until 10 o'clock tomorrow. 

State’s Attorney Deenen remained in 
his office until all hopes of a verdict to- 
night had been abandoned, and then 
he closed up his rooms and went home. 
He is still hopeful of a verdict, but 
naturally looks upon a disagreement 
as the most likely outcome. 

There were rumors of all kinds afloat 
during the evening, all of them’ being 
to the effect that the friends of Luet- 
gert on the jury were weakening. 
was known during the day that 
vote stood 8 to 4, and tonight 
rumors were that it was 10 for 
death penalty and 2 for acquittal. 
later story is that it stood 11 for hang- 
ing and one for acquittal. Juror Har- 
ley is admitted to be the stout friend 
of Luetgert, and he it is who is lead- 
ing the fight for acquittal. 

Over in the jail Luetgert was, dur- 
ing the evening, anxiously awaiting 
word from the jury-room. He tried 
as usual to Keep up an appearance of 


indifference, and as usual, made a 
failure of it. 
“If they don't agree,”’ he said, “I 


get bail, and I will be out of this. 1 
can give bail for a miliion dollars if 
they want that much, My wife is liv- 
ing somewhere, but I must admit she 
is having a lot of fun with me at 
present. There is one thing sure,”’ the 
prisoner said with great positiveness, 
“there will be no. conviction in this 
case. It will be either an acquittal or 
a disagreement.” 

Asked where he olhtained his infor- 
mation, he smiled and said: “Oh, I

The opinion around the Criminal 
Court tonight was that all chances of 
a verdict had disappeared, and that 
the result is practical certain ‘to 
be a disagreement: It is considered 
possible, and even probable, that the 
State will have nine or ten ‘of the jury 
and the defense the remainder. 

The chances tonight, however. seem 
to favor a disagrement of eight for 
conviction and four for acquittal. 

LATER:—Just before retiring for the 
night the jury took another ballot, the 
vote standing nine for conviction and 
three for. acquittal. The four jurors 
who have been standing out for acquit- 
tal are Behmiller, Barber, Holmabird 
and Harley. The two latter are stil! 
for acquittal, but either Behmiller or 
Barber has come over to the State. 

There is much feeling against Har- 
ley among the jurors who favor the 
death penalty. They say he will not 
argue the case in any way, but sticks 
stolidly for Luetgert. 

LOCKING THEM UP.

RUSH TO ALASKA. 


SOME TELLING STATISTICS FROM 


Thirty-six Thousand Tons of Freight 
and Nearly ‘Nine Thousand Pass 
sengers from Sound Districts 
Alone Inside Two Months. 


[BY THE TIMES’ specu’: WIRE. ] 
TACOMA (Wash.,) Oct. 19.—[Spe- 


cial Dispatch.] -The railroad companies 


have for the past month had men at 
work compiling statistics of the amount 
of business done between Puget Sound 
and Alaska during the rush of the gold 
excitement. 

According to. these figures, which 
have been very tarefully gathered, 1248 
persons took passage for St. Michaels, 
and 7628 went to Wrangel, Juneau, 
Skaguay and Dyea between July 17 and 
September 11. During this period 12.- 
000 tons of freight were shipped to St. 
Michaels and about 24,000 tons to the 
four ports in Southeastern Alaska. 
This includes business done at British 
Columbia ports. In addition to the 
large passenger and freight list, 3860 
mules and horses were ‘shipped north; 
3161 head of beef and other cattle, as 
well as over two thousand dogs. ze 

The report closes with a note, which 
says: “In the above figures nothing is 
included from outside the Sound dis- 
trict. Probably if Portland and San 
Francisco freight and passengers were 
included it would nearly double the al- 
ready almost incredible figures of 36,- 
000 tons of freight and 8876 passengers 
moved to Alaska, inside of two months.” 

Of passengers” that have returned, 
the report says: ‘“‘The exact number 
cannot so far be ascertained, as many, 
have gone to Portland and San Fran- 
cisco direct,.but a fair estimate of the 
number that will reach their destina- 
tion this winter is as follows: Of the 
1200 who embarked for St. Michael’s, 
about three hundred will be scattered | 
along the river banks to a point 1000 
miles or so from its mouth. The re- 
mainder will either winter at St. 
Michaels or return.on boats now. at 
that point.

HIS GREAT STAR CATALOGUE. 


ALLEGATION MADE THAT IT IS 
SIMPLY STOLEN. 


Refuses a Pass Yet Pays no Stage 
Fare—Has Done no Work Except 
to Snatch Crbatt from Others, 

Dynamite Hoax. 


[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE. ] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 19.—[Special 
ispatch.] The charges made by A. 

L. Colton against Dr. Edward S. Heol- 
den, director of Lick Observatory for 
twenty-three years, fnake lively read- 
ing. They will soon be considered. by 
a special committee of the board of re- 
gents of the university. Holden is ac- 
cused of being grossly incompetent to 
fill the position, and of having taken 
credit for work which he did not per- 
form. 

It is charged that Holden claimed to 
have prepared a manuscript of 38,000 
stars, and recommended that it be pub- 
lished in three large octavo, volumes, 
whereas, the observations upon which { 
this catalogue depends were not made 
or reduced by Dr. Holden, but are the 
notorious ‘‘Washington zones,’’ ob- 
served at the United States Naval Ob- 
servatory from 1845 to 1849, and pub- 
lished by the United States govern- 
ment many years ago. 

Colton says: “Dr. Holden's methods 
in respect to this work are unscientific 
and dishonest, and a mere sham, and 
the work, when completed, will be 
worthless, and will involve a loss to the 
university of Prof. Aitken’s time and. 
salary for over a year, as well as the 
loss to the observatory of its reputa- 
tion, should the catalogue be pub- 
lished.”’ 

Another of. Colton’s charges is that 
Dr. Holden has each year since his 
residence at Mt. Hamilton received an 
annual pass from the stage company, 
but has each year sent a letter declin-. 


declination to be copied in the letter- 
books of the observatory, thus making 
them a part of the permanent records, 
and yet for years he has used. the 
coaches of the stage company and 
never paid it one cent of fare. ..

There 
have been hundreds of big glasses 
pointed right where this third com- 
panion of Vega has been since creation, 
but it took the Yerkes lens to put it in 
the catalogue of the heavens. 

The professor also picked up twenty 
new nebulae beyond the clouds—nebu- 
lae that even the Lick glass failed to 
locate. He also says his measurements 

of th2 distance betwen the stars by 
means of the Yerkes lens have been 
amazingly accurate, the variations on’ 
five consecutive observations being 
smaller than ever recorded before. 

It is found by the astronomers now 
here that the atmospheric conditions 
are fully as good as those on Mt. Ham- 
iiton. Prof. Barnard finds the best 
days here as good as the best days 
at Lick, and there are more best days. 
The average day at Lickis better than 
the average day here, but there is a 
recompense here in the absence of 
winds.

FLAGSTAFF (Ariz.,) Oct. 19.—[Spe- 
cial Dispatch.] The lumbering inter- 
ests of the Greenlaw Lumber Company 
were, late last night, transferred to 
the Arizona Lumber and Timber Com- 
pany, for $40,000. The sale includes 
the transfer of a timber belt 6x12 miles 
in extent, containing 57,000,000 feet of 
pine. 

The transaction is the subject of con- 
siderable comment, because of the rela- 
tions of T. E. Pollock, vice-president 
of the Arizona Central Bank of this 
city, to the negotiations. It is an im- 
portant transaction, as it probably 
gives to the purchasing company the 
new five-year contract for ties and 
bridge timbers of the Santa Fé Pacific 
road, a contract amounting to about 
$2,000,000. The company discards 
sawed for hewn ties. 


WILLIAMS MADE CONFESSION. 


Surprise for the Defense at the 
Trainwrecker’s Trial. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
STOCKTON, Oct. 19.—Sheriff Cun- 
ningham and District Attorney Nutter 
sprang a sensation today in the trial 
of George Williams, the young man 
who is accused with another ex-con- 
vict, named George Schlagel, with hav- 
ing attempted to wreck two trains on 
the Southern Pacific between Lathrop 

and Modesto, a few months ago. 

Williams is a native of this county, 
and Schilagel is a young friend of his 
who was in trouble. Williams was on 
trial before his partner, and was fight- 
ing a  circumstantial-evidence case 
which Cunningham and _ Detective 
Thacker of Wells-Fargo have built up 
against him. 

Today Cunningham told of the chase 
for the fellows, and their capture near 
Hill’s Ferry. After Williams had been 
in jail some time he sent for the Sheriff 
and wanted to get out of his trouble, 
he said, but the officer advised him to 
send for District Attorney Nutter. To 
him Williams said he wanted: to turn 
State’s evidence and tell on the third 
man in the second attempt, in which 
they placed a fire on the track and 
stopped the passenger train. Nutter 
refused to accept his offer to turn 
State’s evidence, and later Williams 
called in the Sheriff again and asked. 
him in the presence of Thacker to try 
to induce the District Attorney to ac- 
cept his offer to confess. 

_ He confessed the crime to the two 

officers, and pointed out in Cunning- 
ham’s rogue’s gallery the picture of 
the third man, who was in the second 
attempt, but not in the first. Thacker 
told the‘same story on the stand, and 
said Williams wanted to turn State’s 
evidence, and acknowledged that he 
and Schlagel were the two who piled 
ties on the track the first time. a few 
days before the second attempt to 
wreck the Qn the. second at- 
tempt, he said there were three of 
them. 

In addition to this, the people had 
strong circumstantial evidence and 
the evidence of a young man named 
George Cook. who was sleeping with 
Williams for a time. He told how 
Williams proposed to him to go with 
them in the train held-up, and when 
he refused. thréatened to kill him if 
he divulged the story. 

The case of the defense was to be 
an alibi hvt what will be the course 
now is hard to guess. Witnesses had 
been summoned to prove an alibi, it 
is said, but the confession took the 
defense by surprise, the young man 
not having told his attorneys about it. 
The trial goes on tomorrow, when 
the defense will make its case. 


ANTI-DEBRIS BUSINESS. 


Motion for an Injunction—Permis- 
sion to Mine Refused.

Minister Hoshi’s Successor—Row Re- 
tween Britishers and a Mob, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 19.—The 
steamer Belgic, which arrived from Yo- 
kohama via Honolulu shortly after 
midnight, two days ahead of schedule 
time, brought the following advices: 

It is rumored in court circles that 
Komura Jutaro, Vice-Minister of the 
Japanese Foreign Office, will succeed 
Hoshi as Minister’ to the United States 
upon the latter’s return, and that’ Min- 
ister Kato Takaakira, now at the Court 
of St. James, will soon be recalled. 

In September, Count Okuma, Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs, gave an enter- 
tainment at his official residence in 
honor of Col, Buck, United States Min- 
ister, and ex-Secretary of Treasury 
Charles Hamlin and sister. Among 
those present were Count Matsukata, 
the Premier; Marquis Hachisuka, the 
Minister of Edecation, and a number 
of other high officials.

He was always well recom- 
mended, some of the best-known busi- 
ness and social residents of this city 
permitting him to use their names. He 
owes large bills at almost all of the 
fashionable resorts, and is said to be 
wanted in other cities.

Phoenix People Meet the New Min- 
ister to Ecuador,

PHOENIX (Ariz..,) Oct. 19.—A pub- 
lic reception that was an ovation of the 
largest size was this evening extended 
by the Maricopa Club and the Cham- 
ber of Commerce to the president of 
the latter organization, Gen. A...

were being slowly consumed. The fire 
was extinguished with little difficulty. 
Owing to the nature of the fire, an in- 
vestigation was started by the officials 
of the company. Only three employés 
have the combination of the vault, 
and of these only Lyons was missing 
this morning. He sent word that he 
was sick. Experts were put on Lyons’s 
books and irregularities were soon dis- 
covered. 

When the body was found this even- 
ingamemorandum statingthat the dead 
man was two or three thousand dollars 
short in his accounts was found. This 
explained the mysterious fire and the 
cause for the suicide. eas 

Lyons entered the employ of the 
company ten years ago, and through 
the influence of the president, Albert 
Miller, advanced rapidly in the service. 
He was a man of family, and resided 
in Berkeley. 


THE PROSECUTION RESTS. 


Defense Will Probably Call Mrs. 
Schofield and Dutcher, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
SAN JOSE, Oct. 19.—The prosecu- 
tion in the trial of Dan Dutcher for 
the murder of George W. ‘Schofield 
surprised the defense today by sud- 
denly closing its case. Medical testi- 
mony took up the greater part of the 
day, the State seeking to prove that 
Schofield was killed several hours be- 
fore the time given by Dutcher in his 
confession. Schofield’s skull was in- 
oduced in evidence to ‘show the 
ourse taken by the fatal bullet. 
Neither of the experts called by the 
prosecution gave any new testimony. 
Tomorrow the defense will begin 
the presentation of its side of the case. 
Mrs. Schofield, widow of Dutcher’s 
victim, will probably be called, and. is 
expected to testify that Dutcher killed 
her husband to save her life. There 
is but little doubt that Dutcher will 

also be called to the stand. 

The general opinion here is that the 
trial will result either in an acquittal 
or a disagreement, unless the prosé- 
cution has a strong card in reserve to 
play when the case reaches the re- 
rebuttal stage. In case Dutcher is ac- 
quitted, the charge of murder against 
Mrs. Schofield will be dismissed. 


CALIFORNIA OLIVES. 


Prof. Hayne Making an Exhaustive 
Study of Them,

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 19.—Prof. A. 
P. Hayne of the agricultural depart- 
ment of the State University has been 
making a study of olive culture in this 
State.

AN AMERICAN KLONDIKE. 


A Pennsylvania View of the South- 
ern Cnlifornia Gold Field. 


[Scranton Tribune:] A recent issue 
of the Los Angeles Times contains an 
exposition of the mining industry and 
prospects in the territory tributary to 
that charming California city which is 
calculated to give Americans -of every 
locality a new sense of pride in the 
magnificent natural resources of their 
own country. 
reader of the Tribune is aware of the 
attractiveness of Southern California 
as a fruit-growing center, but to many 
it will be news that in this same region 
there are today nearly one thousand 
stamps, some seven thousand men en- 
gaged in mining and a capital of $20,- 
000,000 profitably invested in the mining 
industry; “yet,’’ says The Times, “a 
beginning has scarcely been made in 
the development of the region’s min- 
eral wealth.” Our remote contempo- 
rary continues: 

“Within the limits of this country 
there is mining territory that would 
attract millions of capital were it lo- 
cated in some out-of-the-way section, 
and advertised in an attractive man- 
ner. Near Acton, fifty miles north of 
Los Angeles, there is a gold mine—the 
Red Rover—which, at a depth of 700 
feet, holds out promise of becoming a 
veritable bonanza, and in the Sierra 
Madre range, within sight of the City 
Hall, there are’ deposits of gold and 
silver froth which millions of dollars 
have been extracted in past years. Men 
are today unsuspectingly tramping 
over mineral deposits that contain for- 
tunes. Only a few months ago a pros- 
pector in the settled portion of River- 
side “county noticed a piece of float 
lying by the side of the county high- 
way, within a few miles of a railway, 
and after a brief search located a hill 
of mineral which now has millions of 
tons of good gold ore in sight 

“There are,” it adds, ‘‘very few min- 
ing sections in the world which offer 
such facilities for the profitable work- 
ing of mines as does Southern Califor- 
nia. The mild climate permits of work 
being conducted in the open air all the 
year round, a marked contrast to the 
condition of affairs which prevails in 
the latest El Dorado in Alaska. Sup- 
plies of all descriptions, including ma- 
chinery, may be purchased in Los An- 
geles as cheap as, or cheaper than, in 
any other mining section of the United 
States. Gold is by no means the only 
valuable mineral that is found in 
Southern California. Among other min- 
erals that exist here are borax, copper, 
cinnabar, iron, lead and marble. Little 
or nothing has yet been done in the 
development of these deposits.” 

In view of the intelligence now being 
received from the Canadian Klondike 
region of the beginning of.a predicted 
winter of intense discontent among the 
rash seekers after fortune, who  per- 
mitted themselves to be allured to that 
bleak area where absolutely no provis- 
ion has yet been, made for the support 
of a large immigration, it seems a pity 
that the gold-hunting mania so far as 
Americans are concerned does not first 
exhaust the mineral possibilities of our 
own land before impelling a perilous 
and for the greater part a vain exodus 
to foreign parts. The Los Angeles 
Times, which is a reputable paper 
whose representations merit confidence, 
has performed a genuine public service 
in making known at this time how and 
where American prospectors can add to 
their own and their country’s weal 
without incurring dangers beyond the 
power of the imagination to conceive.

If the bid of the Los Angeles Elec- 
tric Company for lighting the city is 
accepted, the lighting department will 
end the fiscal year with a deficit of 
over $9000. It is possible that the Coun- 
cil may decide to reduce the number of 
lights and readvertise for bids. 

The Police Commissioners refused to 
make any recommendation upon the 
demands for saloon license rebates, and 
referred them back to the Council. The 
Chief of Police was instructed to sup- 
press the ‘‘wheel of fortune.” 

Upon the strength of an order from 
the Superior Court the Board of Su- 
pervisors yesterday allowed Contractor 
James H. Dovey’s claim for $1508.61 for 
work done on the uncompleted Rubio 
Cafion ditch, which has been the source 
of much litigation during the past year 
or two. 

Work on the ditch was obstructed by 
a restraining order issued at the in- 
stance of property-holders in the vicin- 
ity of Eaton Cafion, into whose ditch it 
was proposed to divert the storm 
waters of the Rubio district. By the 
action of the Supervisors, Dovey is al- 
lowed the money due him for work 
performed prior to the service of the 
injunction. 

Willie Dorsey, charged with arson, 
and whose case came up for trial in 
Department One yesterday, was dis- 
charged upon motion of the District 
Attorney, who stated that the evidence 
was not sufficient to

WON'T BE CATSPAWS. 


POLICE COMMISSIONERS REFUSE 
TO ACT ON SALOON REBATES. 


They Send the Demands Back to the 
Council Without Recommenda- 
tion—Wheel of Fortune to be 
Stopped—Deficit Threatened in 
the Lighting Department. 


The Councilmen who endeavored to 
shirk the responsibility of passing upon 
the demands for saloon-license’ rebates 
last Monday by referring the petitions 
back to the Police Commissioners, will 
find that they must face the music 
after all. The police board at its meet- 
ing yesterday morning unanimously 
voted to return the petitions to the 
Council without recommendation. 
“These claims originated some two 
years ago. Efforts were made last 
year to have them allowed by the 
Council, but without success, 
two months ago they were again pre- 
sented to the police board, and after 
some discussion the board agreed to 
recommend to the Council that they be 
allowed. When the recommendation 
reached the Council, it was referred to 
the Finance Committee. The attorney 
for the saloon-keepers made a vigorous 
effort to induce the committee to fol- 
low the recommendation of the police 
board. A majority of the committee, 
however, reported unfavorably upon 
the claims, Grider refusing to concur. 
The majority report, published yester- 
day in The Times, clearly showed that 
the claims were wholly without merit, 
and furthermore that they accrued 
prior to the current fiscal year, the 
Council had no right to pay them from 
this year’s revenue. 

Nevertheless strong influences have 
been at work to secure the allowance 
of the claims. When the Finance Com- 
mittee’s report was presented, a mo- 
tion was made that the matter be re- 
ferred back to the police board. The 
motion prevailed, Grider, Nickell, 
Blanchard, Ashman and Hutchison 
voting in the affirmative. This was 
plainly.a move to gain time, as it was 
perfectly obvious that no new light 
upon the matter could be gained by the 
reference. 

When the matter came before the 
police board yesterday, the debate was 
brief. Mr. Gibbon said that one mem- 
ber of the Council had said to him that 
the reference to the police board was 
made because the Councilmen who 
wished to allow the claims feared to do 
so lest they should expose themselves 
to prosecution. Mr. Gibbon said that 
the Councilmen had the same opportu- 
nity to consult the City Attorney as 
the Police Commissioners had, and he, 
therefore, moved that the claims be re- 
turned to the Council without recom- 
mendation. This motion was unani- 
mously adopted. 

The claims will, therefore. again 
come before the Council next Monday, 
and definite action will probably then 
be taken. 

The “wheel of fortune’ ocgupied the 
attention of the commissioners for 
some time. Deputy District Attorney 
Chambers was present, and stated that 
Dist.-Atty. Donnell had said to him 
that he was willing to issue a warrant 
against those persons who are running 
the wheel, provided any one would 
make complaint. 

On motion by Mr. Gibbon, the Chief 
was instructed to take steps at once to 
put a stop to the wheel. ; 

The Chief was instructed last week 
to report upon the petition for a sa- 
loon license at the corner of Eighth and 
Spring streets, but his report was not 
ready and the matter Was postponed 
one week. 

Helen M. Merritt presented a com- 
plaint against violators of the ordi- 
nance regulating the use of bicycles. 
Her communication was referred to 
the Chief, with instryctions to enforce 
the ordinance. 

No other business of importance was 
transacted by the board. .

The specifications provided for an 
addition of 108 new lights, twelve for 
each ward. As the cost of erecting 
these new lights must necessarily be 
heavy, they are doubtless responsible 
for the fact that the company’s bid 
was so high. If the bid is accepted this 
department will be confronted at the 
close of the fiscal year with a deficit 
of over $9000. This is apparent from 
the following figures, showing the total 
amount available, the payments already 
made in this fiscal year, and the esti- 
mated outlay for the rest of the fiscal 


year:

These figures show that the expenses 
of lighting must be materially reduced 
in some manner.

Should 
this be done, the expense of the de- 
partment might be brought within the 
appropriation.

DOVEY GETS HIS MONEY. 


A NEW TURN IN THE RUBIO CAN- 
YON AFFAIR. 


Judge Clark Issues a Writ of Man- 
date Upon the Supervisors, Or- 
dering That the Ditch Con- 
tractor be Paid His Claim. — 


In obedience to a writ of mandate is- 
sued by Judge Clark yesterday, tne 
Board of Supervisors passed an order 
transferring $1332.20 to the Rubio 
Cafion protection district fund to be 
held subject to the demand of James 
H. Dovey, the contractor who partially 
built a ditch to convey the storm water 
of the Rubio Cafion into Eaton 
Cafion ditch, a mile distant. 

The Legislature of 1895 enacted a law 
providing for the formation of what is 
known as protection districts, the ob- 
ject of which was.to enable property- 
owners to combine and, by order of the 
Supervisors of the various counties, 
organize themselves and holdings into 
a corporation and .aise funds by as- 
sessment for the purpose of construct- 
ing ditches through which to divert the 
storm waters from their lands. Upon 
petition of the propezty-holders of the 
Rubio Cafion district, the Supervisors 
of Los Angeles county organized an 
area of about twenty-four square miles 
into a, protection Cistrict and a con- 
tract was entered into with Mr. Dovey 
to construct a ditch to relieve that ter- 
ritory of the wash waters coming down 
from the neighboring foothills by con- 
rnecting it with the natural ditch in 
the Eaton Cafion district. Shortly 
after the commencement of the work 
several property-owners in the latter 
section obtained an order from Judge 
Shaw enjoining the contractor and 
Board of Supervisors, jointly, from fur- 
ther work on the ditch upon the allega- 
tion that the channel which conveyed 
from their territory the storm waters 
running from the mountains into their 
territory was frequently taxed to its 
fullest capacity, and that an additional 
volume from the Rubio Cafion would 
result in the overflowing of the ditch 
and consequent destruction of prop- 
erty. The State Supreme Court was. 
appealed to and a decision sustaining 
the injunction was renderd by that 
body. 

Tax Collector Merwin then appeared 
as a factor in the complication. The 
district had been assessed for $9225.18, 
and he made formal demands for the 
money. Payment was refused on the 
ground that the work for which the 
taxes had been levied had not been per- 
formed. Collector Merwin then insti- 
tuted foreclosure proceedings to ad- 
vertise the delinquent property for 
sale. He was enjoined by the taxpay- 
ers in the district upon an order from 
Judge Van Dyke. 

After the organization of the district 
and the commencement of work on 
the ditch the Board of Supervisors 
passed an order agreeing that the 
county should be liable for one-third of 
the expense. In July, 1896, another 
resolution was passed, which provided. 
owing to the absence of funds on ac- 
count of the district, for the transfer 
of $9225.18 from the county's unappro- 
priated money ta the Rubio Cafion pro- 
tection district fund. The money. how - 
ever, Was never actually transferred. 
according to the allegations set forth by 
Contractor Dovey, and the district 
treasury Was therefore empty. The 
Board of Supervisors admits this point, 
pleading justification on account of the 
litigation pending at the time. 

At.any rate, Dovey's claim has been 
held to be fair and legitimiate. and he 
will receive his money, although it has 
been a long time a-coming.

The injunction suit of Alexander vs.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Cenditions Prevailing in Southern 
California for the Past Week. 
The following bulletin has been issued 

by George E. Franklin, local observer 

of the Weather Bureau, for the week 

ending October 18: 

The cool, cloudy weather which pre- 
vailed the greater portion of the time 
from the first of the month, culminated 
on the evening of the 13th, and morning 
of the 14th, in unusually heavy rains 
for October throughout Southern Cali- 
fornia. The rains were followed 
by clear, warmer weather and mild 
northerly winds. No material injury 
occurred to drying fruits, as ample 
warning has been given through the 
general and local forecasts, so that, as 
a rule, drying fruits and raisins were 
protected from the inclement weather. 
In some localities where it Was not 
practicable to get trays under cover 
some slight damage occurred, but it is 
the impression that the following 
warm, clear weather with drying 
northerly winds will. prevent serious re- 
sult. Beans not yet harvested were in- 
jured to some extent by the heavy 
rains, but on the whole it is the opinion 
that the rains did much good for gen- 
eral farming; the soil was placed in 
good condition for plowing for grain, 
which is now progressing, and pasture 
is gee excellent condition, Or- 
anges and lemons were never in bet- 
ter condition; walnuts are being rap- 
idly gathered; corn is a good crop. 

dan Luis Obispo-—-The rain of the 
13th, ameunting to .12 of an inch, did 
no damage; the highest temperature 
was 78 deg.; lowest, 41 deg. 

Santa Barbara county—Carpinteria: 
Rain be Wednesday morning and 
continued with occasional heavy show- 
era until after midnight; precipitation, 
1.05 inches. There was a northwesterly 
wind Thursday, and the rest of the. 
week was bright and clear. The bean 
crop not yet harvested was injured to 
a emall extent; walnuts were not dam- 
aged. Highest temperature, 82 deg.; 
lowest, 48 deg. 

Ventura county—West Saticoy: The 
rains were detrimental to bean-thresh- 
ing, but were good for the walnut crop. 
Corn will be a very peer crop. Rain- 
fall, .67 inch. El Rio: The weather 
was unfavorable for bean-threshing, 
and the rains did but little damage to 
beans. Sugar beets are atill going to 
the Chino factory. “ee tempera-
